Sacred Heart 
Parcel Viewed 
By Planners 


While no firm decisions were 
made, a meeting of Crow- 
ninshield representatives, 
hopeful of converting the 
Sacred Heart School to 
apartments, and the planning 
board Monday night, continued 
the air of optimism to finding a 
Satisfactory solution to the 
proper disposal of the 
Shawsheen property. 

Zoning problems were 
reviewed and disposition of the 


open land, desired by the town 
for conservation and recreation 
were discussed at length with 
an eye toward providing a 
smooth path for town meeting 
consideration next Spring. 

A problem seems to lie with 
the town’s zoning bylaws cover- 
ing apartment class in single 
residence zones. Andover’s 
bylaws provide for only garden 
type apartments - - a specific 
number of units per building. 


Since Crowninshield would be 
placing 84 units in the former 
Sacred Heart building, the 
planners are considering a new 
bylaw designation to cover 
apartment use of old struc- 
tures, such as the Shawsheen 
building. 

Developing such a bylaw 
would then permit conversion 
through the zoning board of

Christmas lights are due to 
glow in the downtown area next 
week, but it won’t be without 
some problems. 

The Andover Chamber of 
Commerce, which underwrites 
the annual lighting program, is 
faced with some financial dif- 
ficulties in providing the annual 
seasonal touch to the downtown 
shopping area. 

Downtown merchants are 
supporting the program, but ad- 
ditional funds are needed to 
meet the $1,600 cost of this 
year’s program. 

Chamber President Douglas 
N. Howe, Jr., reported this 
week that efforts to work out 
some sort of an agreement with 
Hollis Electric Co. and the town 
to reduce the prospective $1,600 
cost for this year has been 
made. The Department of 
Public Works is supplying the 
skyworker truck and some 
manpower for placing lights 
particularly on the tree in Elm 
Square. How much of a cost 
reduction will be realized is as 
yet undertermined. 

Students from the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Vocational 
school are working this week on 
stringing the small lights on the 
trees in the downtown area.

Negotiations for a new 
teacher’s contract hit a snag 
right off the bat Tuesday night 
over whether bargaining sessions 
should be open or closed. 

The school committee had 
hoped for open negotiations, and 
had been ready to exchange 
bargaining packages with the 
representative for the Andover 
Education Association Tuesday 
night. Instead, they found 
themselves behind closed doors 
in executive session to lay the 
ground rules for the negotiations. 

They had earlier taken a 
‘“‘recess’’ to decide what steps to 
take with Joseph Murphy, field 
consultant of the Massachusetts 
Teacher Association, who is 
representing the AKA. 

Murphy said he had come to 
the meeting only as a courtesy, 
and ‘‘out of deference to the fact 
that you’re not experts in collec- 
tive bargaining,’’ and he re- 
quested a future date to meet 
privately about ground rules. He 
said he had earlier voiced his dis- 
pleasure about the setup of Tues- 
day night’s meeting to Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, and that he 
had tried unsuccessfully to dis- 
cuss it with Chairman George 
Olesen. 

Murphy said that under the 
terms of collective bargaining, 
the two sides are to meet as co- 
equals, and that in order to 
bargain at a school committee 
session, he would have to wield a 
gavel right alongside Olesen. 

He expressed concern that 
open sessions might become a

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Bicentennial Medal Has Had Wide Circulation 


Andover's’ Bicentennial 
Commemorative Medal which 
went on sale about one year ago 
has had an impressive circula- 
tion. Orders have been received 
from individuals in 28 cities and 
towns of Massachusetts other 


- than Andover. People in 29 states 


in addition to Massachusetts 
have requested medals. New 
York State sent the most orders, 
followed by Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, Califor- 
nia and Florida. Collectors from 
countries abroad including 
Liberia, Japan, France, England 
and Canada have ordered the 
medal. 

This medal was the subject of 
articles in collectors’ 
publications, including Coin 
World and Numiemnatic News in 
the U. S.; Coins and Medals 
magazine in the United 
Kingdom; and the Bulletin of the 
Club Francaise de la Medaille of 
Paris. Articles are known to have 
been published in the Boston 
Herald American and in the 
Phillips Academy Alumni 


bulletin Andover as well as the 
local press. 

It is expected that these 
medals will become important 
collector's items in the future as 
only 504 of the polished silver and 
1000 of the pewter medals were 
struck by the Roger Williams 
Mint of Providence, R. I. at the 
direction of the Andover 
Bicentennial Commission. 

The medal shows busts of 
Samuel Phillips, father and son, 
early patriots and leaders in An- 
dover on one side and the Town of 
Andover Seal on the other with 
the legend American Revolution 
Bicentennial 1776-1976. 

A few of both types of the 
medal ( which are otherwise iden- 
tical) are still available at $17.76 
for the polished silver and $3.50 
for the pewter. They can be ob- 
tained through Co. E. M. Harris, 
311 South Main St., Andover. 
Order forms are available in all 
banks in town, at the town hall 
and at the Memorial Hall 
Library. The medals make uni- 
que Christmas gifts.

John P. Stevens, Industry, 


P.A. Board Chairman 


John P. Stevens, Jr., 79, retired 
chairman of the New York-based 
textile company and former 
chairman of the Phillips 
Academy board of trustees, died 
Sunday at his home in Edison 
Township, N.J. 

The J. P. Stevens Company, 
which formerly operated plants 
in North Andover and Andover, 
was founded in New York City by 
his father who was the grandson 
of the founder of the original 
Stevens Company of North An- 
dover, established in 1813. 

Stevens joined the company in 
1923, the year that it was incor- 
porated, and served continuously 
on its board for 53 years. He was 
elected president in 1942 and then 
chairman, in which capacity he 
served until his retirement at age 
65. 

He was largely instrumental in 
a plan which, in 1946, merged 
nine modest-sized textile com- 
panies, included the M. T. 
Stevens & Co., Inc. of North An- 


dover, into one large company ~ 


which became the J. P. Stevens 
Company. 

A graduate of Phillips 
Academy, Stevens was closely 
involved with the Andover 
academy over the years. A 
trustee since his election in 1948, 
he was also chairman of that 
board trom 1966 until 1968. 


Locally, he was also a trustee 
of the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum of North Andover. 

Stevens was born in Fanwood, 
N.J. on Feb. 11, 1897. He attended 
school in Plainfield, N. J. and 
was graduated from Phillips in 
1915. He attended Yale where his 
studies were interrupted by 
World War I. He served in 
France as a 2nd lieutenant in the 
field artillery. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1919 and from Har- 
vard Law School in 1922. 

In addition to his close involve- 
ment with Phillips Academy, 
Stevens was involved in educa- 
tion in his home state of New 
Jersey, serving as a member of 
the board of education of Edison 
Township for 20 years and its 
president from 1942 to 1959. The 
John P. Stevens High School in 
Edison, N. J. was named in his 
honor. 

As a founding trustee of 
Outward Bound, Stevens was one 
of a small number responsible 
for bringing to the United States 
a program which has achieved 


national prominence. In addition, 
he served at various times as 
director of the New York Life In- 
surance Company, The Manufac- 
turers Hanover Trust Company, 
The Associated Dry goods Com- 
pany and Lord and Taylor. He 
was also a trustee of The Colum- 
bia Presbyterian Hospital, The 
Museum of Natural History, The 
New York Public Library and 
The National Audubon Society, 
which served as an outlet for his 
life-long interest in ornithology. 

Stevens was a trustee of the 
Muhlenberg Hospital and the 
Wardlaw and Hartridge Schools 
in Plainfield, N. J. 

During World War II, Stevens 
served many civilian war efforts, 
among these were director of the 
payroll savings division of the 
United States Treasury in New 
York State. Additionally, he was 
vice chairman of the Greater 
New York Campaign of the Red 
Cross in 1943 and as its chairman 
in 1944. He also directed the 
U.S.O. Fund Raising Campaign 
and was in charge of gas ration- 
ing for Edison Township. 

Stevens is survived by his wife, 
Edith Ames Stevens, whom he 
married in 1921; two sons, John 
P. Stevens, III of Newtown, Pa. 
and Benjamin H. Stevens of 
Amherst; two daughters, Mrs. 
Albert M. Sheldon of Wayzata, 
Minn. and Mrs. Joshua L. Miner 
III of Andover; and 22 
grandchildren. 

The services will be private. In 
lieu of flowers, the family has 
asked that contributions be made 
to the Wardlaw-Hartridge School 
in Plainfield, N. J. 

The Stevens Mill, now the site 
of Millpond Townhomes, was 
closed in 1972 and demolished in 
1974. It was the site of the 
original woolen mill, founded by 
Captain Nathaniel Stevens on the 
Cochichewick Brook in 1813.

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The Elements Of Success 


Andover High’s Golden Warrior football team drew up to a 4-4 
record this past weekend, in a season that had to happen sooner or 
later. 


For this year’s team, the season has been a most difficult one. 

They were a marked team from the outset, coming off three 
highly succcssful seasons, winning state titles in the Super Bowl on 
two occasions and missing out in their first post-season game. 


Thus, from the opening kickoff, every team on the other side of 
the line was out to be the first to beat the state champs and break 
that long, losing streak. 


When Tewksburyy managed to be the first to claim victory over 
Andover over a three year span, it did not diminish the desire of 
other opponents to do just a little better on Saturday afternoon 
against Andover, to claim the honor of having beaten the state 
champs.
